"HORSE SENSE" 



Outside of Fort Donnely, a dozen Indians 
■vere seated on their ponies. At first glonce 
'hey seemed like carved identical statues and 
-och appeared to be part of the horse. There 
-vere two other Indians standing next to their 
mounts. The fourteen in number, under the
